Effects of the Injection of a Sterilized 
Solution in the Circalation. 


A number of remarkable cures have 
been made by Dr. Thomas Russell, the 
well-known Yale Medical School protes- 
sor, by the use of saline injections, which 
have revived patients when all other 
measures had been tried in vain, and 
fully restored them to health. So interest- 
ing have been the results of these experi- 
mnente that they have attracted the greatest 
attention among medical men. One case 
of particular interest was that of Noses 
Leserman, who had nearly bled to death, 
when the doctors decided to try the saline 


infusion. The result was most remark- 
able, and to-day Leserman is in the full 


enjoyment of his physical powers.

To Keep Eggs Fresh Forever. 

In France 2 process has just been invent- 
ed by which eges can be preserved fresh for 
over a year and retain for an indefinite pe 
riod the freshness of taste characteristic of 
anew laid exz. 

he previous attempts to accomplish this 
end have all consisted of various wars of 
varnishing the outside of the ecus so asto 
prevent the ingress of air to the contents 
Every one of these attempts has, however, 
failed. 

A distinguished chemist, M. Stroschein, 
has conceived the idea of preserving the 
contents of the egg by injecting a liquid in- 
to it. 

Each egg contains within {ts shell a little 
air chamber, containing sufficient air tode 
compose the albumen even without the aid 
of any which might filterthrough the pores 
of the shell. 

The chemist drives out this air by {nject- 
ing into it a solution of salt and water. 
This he does by means of a little syringe 
similar to those employed for administering 
byperdermic injections of morphine. 

When every particle of air has been ex 
bausted, the tiny opening is hermetically 
sealed by means of a drop of sealing wax. 
The eggs then will keep pure and fresh any 
length of time.—New York Recorder
